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REMARKS 

On December 14, 2000, a Notice of Abandonment was issued, which indicated 
that the above-identified patent application had been abandoned for failure to respond to 
the Office Action dated on June 6, 2000. 

On January 12, 2001, a Petition for Revival of an Application for a Patent Aban- 
doned Unintentionally Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) was filed, along with the Petition fee 
of $1240, a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) transmittal and the filing fee of 
$710 were included. In response, a Decision on Petition was mailed by the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office on May 1 1 , 2001 . The Decision stated that the Petition for Re- 
vival was dismissed on the grounds that the required reply to the Office Action did not 
accompany the Petition. On July 1 1, 2001, Applicants requested reconsideration of the 
dismissal of the Petition.
